First—The condition of the water 


supply. 
Second—The disposition of night 


soil, garbage and sewage. 


Third—The cleansing of streets, 


alleys and other public plaees.

Firth—The general sanitation of 


every house and its surroundings. 


Water is said to be one of the com- 


monest mediums through which the 
cholera spreads, while night soil, gar 
bage sewage and other forms of do 
composing organic matter, are high- 
ly prejudicial to good health. Stroett- 
and alleys should be kept clean, as B 
healthy locality depends largely upon 
the conditions of the thoroughfares. 
As before stated the cholera is stii 
many hundred miles from us, but a 
visit from it is not among the imprpb 
abilities, ,and our local authoritiet, 
should enforce the removal of all di- 
sease breeding garbage end cause B 
thorough compliance with all sani 
tary regulations, not only with a view 


guarding against cholera bn' 
ofagainst all other sickness which be 
comes prevalent in hot wester.

loads and became fuglitoued and sprung for- 
ward.

The train stopped 
alter it had passed entirely by thu mail, but 
did not back up.
